Not one senator voted against the rcsolntion declaring war >>i 

Austria-Hungary. There is no evidence that any of the few senati •. 
who were absent were opposed to the resolution. It was apparent 
in spirit as well as letter the unanimous act of the senate. Tho "lit- 

' tie handful of willful men'" who so bitterly fought our deelaratioii 
of war against Germany and our early military preparations showed 
no more signs of willfulness. Nxjarly ail of them are now actively 

'Hwrfenthusiastically in i'avor of piosecutiug the war with vigar and. 
iii President Wilson's phrase, ready to "gp wherever the necessities 
of the war carry us." ^ 

j In the house of representatives tiierc was but one negative vote 
cast. That vote represented nothing but Socialism — and spurioi- 
Socialism at tiial, lepudiated by the intelligent rank and file of Am r- 
ican Socialists. This single excei)ti(in emphasized the striking grow h 
toward complete unanimity which characterises the house no 1< 
than the senate. 

This remarkable exhibition of concerted opinion and actio 
which can hardly be matched today in any other belligerent g( 
ernment, is immeubcly reassuring. It shows that congress has leai 
ed much since we entered the war: And it is particularly reaaanrii , 
at the beginning of a new session. 

Coming after a recess, it shows the spirit of the country no le.
